The U,S* 
government takes every opportunity# in some cases at your 
initiative, to make this concern known to the Soviet 
authorities. 

Although Secretary Shultz did not specifically raise Hr. 
Wallenberg * s case on his most recent trip to Moscow# I can 
assure you that we will continue to press the Soviets for an 
answer on this case at every appropriate opportunity.
